BILL HAS PASSED THE HOUSE

[l.:uuuro Provides Penaities by the
'i Federal Government For Vio-
lence by Mobs.

Washington. — The Dyer antl-lynch-
Ilng bill, providing penalties by the
lteders! government for mob action,
iwas reportpd fuvorably with amend-
ments by/the senate judiciary com-

ittee, by a vote of 8 to 6.

i Senators Ashurst, democrat, Ari-
Pona. and Norris, republican, Nebras-
:ka, did not vote.

| The vote ended a long committee
ffight over the bill, which was passed
last January by the house and which

has been urged by negro and other |

corgapizations, Oppenents  of the
measure have déclared it an unconsti-
tutional interference with state rights.

Comparatively few changes were
made in the original house bill and
these were said to be designed to meet
the constitutional objections.

A sub-committee of the senate com-
mittee rccently recommended defeat
of the bill on the ground that it vio-
lated the constitution. Some senators
voting for a favorable report were said
to hold doubts regarding its constitu-
tionality but thought the bill should
be enacted and put up to the suprems
court.

The bill declares that if states fall,

neglect or refuse to maintain protec- |

tion of life, they shall be deemed to
have denied the constitutional guaran-
tees and the federal authorities will
have power to act by Iindictment of
state officers or members of a mob
and trial in the federal courts.

The measure requires “reasonable”
effort by state officers to maintain or-
der and protect prisoners and their

fallure would subject them to im- |

prisonment for five years and a fine of
$5,000. Members of mobs which a
p.rlsoner is put to death would be sub-

ject to conviction for comspiracy with |

imprisonment for five years to life
provided.

Countles in which fatal mob disor-
ders occur would be liable to the
family of the victim under a forfeit of
$10,000.

Amendments adopted by the senate
committee require that failure to the
state officers to protect mob victims

must be charged in the federal indict- |
ment and proven to the satisfaction |

of the federal trial court. ,

« The bill has had an unusually bad
course in the senate committee after
a stormy birth in the house. After ly-
ing in the judiciary committee without
actlon for several months, Senator
Lodge, of Massachusetts, republican
leader, and other republicans started
the movement for disposition by the
committee which culminated in a fav-
orable vote. Republican leaders were
doubtful, however, whether senate
consideration could be secured at this
gession,

Eight republicans, Chairman Nelson,
Minnesota; Dillingham, Vermont;

The truck association has
decided to enter into a larger field of
usefulness, and Col. W. A. Klauber,
the president, is preparing & list of
farmers who are agreeing to grow a
specified acreage in Bermuda onions,
beets, peas, lettuce aad carrots during
the coming winter. The acreage Is
usually small, so that In the event the
crop does not turn out well the loss
will not fall heavily on anyone, These
variops crops are very promising and
have proven very profitable in years
past. With the exception of peas and
lettuce, the erops above named are
not perishable ,and there is no reason
why excelent prices cannot be com-
manded. These being winter crops,
prachca]ly no time will be taken from
the usual farm work and sales will
come In at a very convenient season.

10 BUILD OWN HOME

WILL ERECT HANDSOME STRUG
TURE AT CORENR OF MARION
AND HAMPTON STREETS.

BEGIN WORK IN NEAR FUTURE

New Bullding to Cost Approximately
One Hundred Thousand Dollars;
Lot Already Bought.

Columbia.—The Federal Land Bank
has purchased a lot at the corner of
Hampton and Marion streets on whish
it will In the near future erect a hand-
some building for its exclusive use.

Work on the building will begin in
the very near future though the exact
date when ground will be broken could
not be given by officials of the bank.
The office structure will cost approxi-
mately $100,000 and will be a decided
addition to the banking houses of Co-
lumbia. The lot, which was purchased
from Dr, Jwlius H, Taylor, is 72 feet
by 100 feet deep and ts admirably sit-
uated for a bullding to be used by
tn institution of the nature of the Fed-
eral Land Bank.

Harry Root, treasurer of the bank,
said that'the volume of business of
the bank had increased steadlly and
that a bullding exclusively for the use
of the Institution was needed. He said
that work on the structure would start
soon, but could not give the exact date.
Mr. Root did not say how many sto-
ries the new building will have.

The Federal Bank at present occu-
ples quarters in the Palmetto Bank
building. As is generally known, it
roceives application for loans from
farmers living in North <Carolins,
South Carolina, Georgia and Florida
and its importance and the value of
its service to planters in those four
states have increased steadily since
it was established.

WeevilsnAttack Cotton in York.

York.—That the boll weevil has at.
tacked the York cotton crop in gen-
uine earnest was the Information.
brought here by John R. Blair of
Blairsville, county demonstration
agent. Mr. Blair said the pest is ap-
pearing in every section of the county
and I8 beginning to puncture the
squares of the stalks that have reach-
ed this stage of growth. He himself
counted 15 punctured squares on one
row within a space of 25 yards, he
stated.

Only the advance guard of the wee-
vil reached York last year and no ma-
terial damage resulted to the cotton
crop. BSome of the more optimistic
of the farmers expressed the opinion
that no great harm would be done the
crop this year, but the presence of
the weevil this early and in consider-
able numbers would seem to indicate
that theis bellief was not well found-
ed.

Mr. Blair, who spends two days
here every month to give farmers the
benefit of his advice, discussed the
situation with quite a number of
planters and advocated energgtic:
measures to stem the weeril attack.
Though counseling them against be-
coming panicy, he told them not to
under-rate the weevil menace and not
to walt until the pegt had gained
headway before resorting to methods
of attack. Tho most important step,
just now, he thought, was the gather-
ing and destroying of the punctured
squares, as the number of squares
left in the field will determing the
gize of the next generation of the
weevil,

The extent of the damage wrought
by the pest, aside from the effective-
ness of combative measures, Mn.
Blair sald, would depend on weather
conditions during July and August.
With an abundance of dry weathet
and sunshine during that period, the
pest’s activitles can be curbed,
